Features of the Present Act. 


WAHIIINCTON, Juno 1.— It is stated at 


the Hritiah embassy that tho new Bohr- 
ing eea bill, which bir Edward Gray an- 
nounced in tho house of commons yes- 
terday, is one perfecting tho phraseology 
of the present net without altering or 
extending its substantial features. It 
will not, it ia eiiid, enlarge tho r.ono or 
extend the closed season, as these parts 
tiro fixed by tho Tarn award and aro 
not subject to variety until a new award 
is made. Both governments eeeins to 
agree, however, that ttie protected xone 
should bo extended from (jfl> to200 miles, 
us expert testimony eutubliuheu it aa a 
fact that tbo female seal goes far outside 
the sixty mile limit, and can he slaugh- 
tered without regard to the government 
patrol. A change in this particular can- 
not be effected, however, until tho gov- 
ernments have further conference. Sir.

TOICIO, Japan, May 1!).—Tho popular 


expectation of ministerial changea in 
Japan grows stronger every day. Al- 
though nothing has yet happened to 
prove that Count Ito contemplates im- 


lediuto retirement, his early disappear- 


ance from tho political stage is regarded 
as a certiiinty, and the attention of the 
official class is chiefly directed to ques- 
tions bearing on the succession, lie- 
ports are received from Kioto that Count 
Vamagata will be requested to form a 
cabinet, and that the position now held 
by Viscount JIutueu will bo tendered to 
Viscount Aoki, the present envoy to 
Uermauy, or to Count Okuma. As re- 
gards the heads of other departments, 
no curiosity is displayed. 


Every one feels that the interests of 


tho nation will for some time mainly 
depend upon tho management of for- 
eign a Hairs, and that the selection of a 
competent minister in this branch of 
the administration is of first importance. 
Viscount Aoki hasonlybeen in charge of 
the foreign ollice, which ho conducted 
prudently, but without winning high 
distinction. Hois by no means 1:011- 
ei'.lered the equal of Mutsu, in ability, 
but ho would ho content to serve as thu 
prime ministers actun! as well as nom- 
inal subordinate, which would he essen- 
tial to tho smooth working of any cab- 
inet led by Yamagata. This, however, 
could not be expected of Okumo, who ia 
one of the most powerful men intellect- 
ually in tho country and with whom no 
nnmibor of tho existing cabinet, except 
Mnttm, can be at all compared. If 
Okuma joins an administration ho will 
rule it, no matter who is the Titular 
chief. It is not probable, therefore, 
that ho will tako tho foreign portfolio, 
unices a prime minister is appointed 
who will accept his guidance, and carry 
on tho government UB ho may desiro. 
It is unfortunate, in thu present con- 


dition of affairs, that Viscount Mutsu 
should ho compelled by any stress of 
circumstances to abandon his post. His 
colleagues, one and all may retire with- 
out injury to tho public service, hut his 
talonta aro especially lilted tor the duties 
which will soon dovolve upon tho for- 
eign minister, and his recent experi- 
ences gives him advantages in many re- 
spects over even Okuma. In demand- 
ing his retirement tho heedless populace 
deprive tho state of ono of tho few 
Borvants who are qualified to deal with 
tho impending international complica- 
tions. 


The Kmporor's return is expected be- 


fore tlu- end nf May. The cabinet min- 
isters now absent will accompitny him. 
Until they aro nil hack in tho capital no 
decisive movement will bo ma fo in nuy 
direction.

NEW YOUK, Juno 1.—The \Y»i-t>l to- 


morrow will publish a telegraphic poll 
of tho next congress, as far as obtained, 
on tho silver, tariff and income tax. 
The \Yurlii sums up thereaultasfollows: 
In a general way it may bo aaid that out 
of 116 members who gave unequivocal 
answers to tho silver question lifty-five 
aro in favor of free coinage, and forty- 
four favor bimetallism generally, with 
the proviso of an international agree- 
ment. Only fifteen can be fairly classed 
as favoring a single gold standard, and 
the attitude of eonio of these even is not 
definite. Tho south and far western 
states aro almost unanimous for free 
coinage, tho central states lean toward 
bilvur with international bimetallic qiini- 
ilications, and it is only in New York, 
New England and adjacent eastern 
states that there are any avowedly gold 
nulard men. 
In regard to the tariff only twenty- 
iht membera are against any change, 
"lilo thirty-five favor moderate changes 
il. thirty-nine are pronounced for nid- 
al changes. A few aro free traders. 
10 moderates are chiefly those who 
ink changes will he necessary in order 
increase revenues.

orly-nine congressmen say they favor 
10 principle of the tax. Forty-seven 
ipoao it. A great many evaded tho 
nestion or failed to answer it.
